As  you  will  see  elsewhere  in  this  issue 
the  auction  of  material  donated  by  the 
Oshkosh  Coin  Club  to  NOW  was  extremely 
successful.  NOW  made  approximately 
$500  from  the  auction  in  addition  to 
the  cash  that  was  previously  donated  by 
the  Oshkosh  Coin  Club.  It  is  to  bad 
that  the  OCC  disbanded  but  they  were 
very  generous  to  NOW  in  the  donation  of 
their  assets.  In  total  there  were 
seven  bidders,  with  five  submitting 
winning  bids. 


I think  I blinked  and  missed  Spring.  The  weather  has  gone  from  the  30’s  and 
40 's  to  the  high  QO's  over  the  weekend.  My  body  needs  some  time  to  adjust  to 
the  warmer  weather  and  as  usual  we  didn't  get  any.  Unf ortunately  the  nearest 
coin  show  was  in  St.  Louis  and  the  conflict  with  Mother’s  Day  led  to  staying 
in  Green  Bay  and  working  around  the  house. 

The  next  big  exciting  event  will  be  the  100th  Anniversary  ANA  Convention  in 
Chicago-.  If  you  have  never  attended  an  ANA  convention  it  is  well  worth  the 
time  and  money  to  go.  The  array  of  material  available  to  purchase  and  the 
displays  are  outstanding,  in  addition  to  the  meetings  of  all  the  speciality 
groups  makes  for  a very  enjoyable  time.  Unfortunately  it  takes  several  days 
to  take  everything  in  and  thats  where  the  costs  can  become  prohibitive.  There 
is  an  ANA  Convention  update  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

Since  January  I have  been  able  to  add  several  interesting  pieces  to  my 
collection  starting  with  a 1796  S83  large  cent  in  VG-8,  which  I acquired  at 
one  of  the  local  shows.  The  piece  is  somewhat  rare  in  that  it  rates  a R5-, 
which  relates  to  less  than  75  pieces  known.  I was  also  lucky  to  obtain  a 
Green  Bay  Civil  War  Store  Card  from  A.  Kimboll  (250C-lb)  in  brass  which  was  an 
R9  (2  known)  but  now  is  an  R8  (3  to  4 known).  It  seems  like  a nice  selection 
of  material  in  Wisconsin  CWSC ' s is  available  right  now. 

From  what  I’ve  seen  at  local  shows  and  read  in  the  numismatic  press  it  appears 
that  the  collectors  are  coming  back  into  the  market.  That  is  definitely  a 
good  sign  for  the  hobby.  The  slabbing  of  coins,  investor  market  and  the 
artifical  transactions  to  build  up  coin  prices  have  hurt  the  hobby  more  than 
anything  in  recent  memory.  Nothing  would  be  better  than  the  hobby  going  back 
to  being  more  collector  oriented.

WISCONSIN  CIVIL  WAR  TOKENS 

By:  Gene  Johnson  (NOW  #41),  WNWA 


The  full-page  ad  in  the  Spring  issue  of 
NOW  News,  advertising  the  auction  of 
540  Wisconsin  Civil  War  Tokens,  stirred 
some  pleasant  memories  concerning  the 
roots  and  origins  of  these  desirable 
token  collectibles.  The  auction  offering 
by  World  Exonumia  of  Rockford,  now 
called  "The  Robert  C.  Kraft  Collection," 
in  reference  to  owner  Bob  Kraft  (NOW 
#1447)  of  Madison,  Wisconsin,  is  a 
fabulous  gathering  of  off-metal,  and 
extremely  high-grade  Wisconsin  civil 
war  merchant  tokens,  each  1000  times 
scarcer  than  the  1909-S  VDB  cent.  Like 
many  rare  coin  and  paper  money 
transactions,  the  rarer  Wisconsin  civil 
tokens  have  pedigrees,  listing  previous 
owners,  and  where  and  when  obtained. 

Surprisingly,  the  rarity  of  these 
Wisconsin  storecards  has  decreased  in 
recent  years,  an  odd  scenario  of  supply 
and  demand,  that  thru  huge  increases  in 
price  has  increased  the  supply  of  some 
tokens  20-fold! 

Collecting  civil  war  tokens  in  1958  was 
pretty  much  like  most  other  token 
collecting,  a low  profile,  almost 
embarrassing  offshoot  of  Wisconsin 
numismatics. 

My  first  exposure  to  the  Wisconsin  Civil 
War  merchant  token  was  at  the  coin  shop 
of  Hubert  Polzer  (past  NOW  #40)  of 
Milwaukee.  After  purchasing  an 
uncirculated  1931-S  for  my  Lincoln  cent 
collection,  ($3.10),  Polzer  told  me  that 
since  my  coin  collections  were  nearly 
complete,  perhaps  I should  think  about  a 


Wisconsin  civil  war  collection.  He 
proceeded  to  pull  out  a bag  full  of 
coppers  and  let  me  pick  out  any  I wanted 
for  3/$1.00.  I recall  selecting  3 pieces, 
but  cannot  recall  which  merchant/city 
were  represented. 


I later  discussed  my  purchase  with 
friend,  Chet  Krause  (NOW  #1-L),  and 
much  to  my  surprise,  found  Chet  had  a 
small  collection  of  Wisconsin  pieces 
himself.  Chet  had  obtained  some  tokens 
thru  Bowers  and  Ruddy,  these  being 
duplicates  from  the  Hetrich-Guttag 
collection  that  was  sold  to  the  Fulds. 
Other  pieces  came  from  an  A.N.A. 
auction  conducted  by  Harold 
Whitekneck.  With  this  unusual  bond  (at 
this  time),  soon  afterward,  at  a hotel  in 
Milwaukee,  Chet  introduced  me  to  a 
veteran  collector,  Jim  Hannifan  (NOW 
#1164),  who  sold  or  traded  Chet  a 
handful  of  Wisconsin  civil  war  merchant 
tokens.  Jim  Hannifan,  who  now  writes 
stories  for  NOW  News,  was  in  1958,  a 
man  well  ahead  of  his  time,  already  a 
long-time  collector  of  U.S.  and  foreign 
coins,  and  into  tokens  earlier  than 
anyone  I know  in  Wisconsin. 
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Active  Wisconsin  civil  war  token 
collectors  in  the  mid-1960s  now 
included  Tom  Fruit,  Jim  Medd  (NOW 
#15-L),  Ray  Leitz  (NOW  #203)  and 
Doug  Watson  (NOW  #399).  Competition 
for  Wisconsin  civil  war  storecards  was 
fierce! 

In  1965,  with  a waning  interest  in  civil 
war  tokens,  and  again  with  the  urging  of 
Chet  Krause,  I began  cataloging 
Wisconsin  trade  tokens,  and  sold  the 
Krause/Johnson  Civil  War  collection  of 
287  pieces  to  Gerald  Shepherd  (NOW 
#712)  of  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa. 

Shepherd  built  a beautiful  competitive 
exhibit  display  using  the  Merchant 
storecards,  and  exhibited  often  in 
Wisconsin,  frequently  competing  against 
Doug  Watson,  who  also  had  an  award- 
winning exhibit  of  Wisconsin  Civil  War 
storecards.  Shepherd  actively  continued 
to  add  to  the  "Krause/Johnson/ 
Shepherd"  collection,  often  by  mail  bid 
and  auctions.  A classic  example  was 
adding  the  ultra-rare  Genesee  Station 
token  from  the  auction  list  of 
Christiansen  & Stone.  Shep  called  an 
hour  before  the  auction  closed  and 
stayed  on  the  phone  protecting  his  bid 
until  the  ladies  closed  the  bids  at 
midnight.  Now  that  is  a token 
collector! ! 

Meanwhile,  Doug  Watson  (NOW  #399, 
who  was  employed  by  Chet  Krause, 
published  a 51 -page  booklet  in  1968 
entitled,  "Illustrated  Guide  to  Wisconsin 
Civil  War  Tokens".  This  book  would 
later  be  the  basis  of  the  Wisconsin 
section  of  the  1972  Fuld  "Large  Volume". 

The  2 largest  Wisconsin  civil  war  token 
collections  in  the  state  (Shepherd  being 


from  Iowa)  were  now  held  by  Watson  and 
Jim  Medd  of  Green  Bay.  Doug  Watson  got 
his  start  in  Wisconsin  civil  war 
merchants  when  he  traded  key  and  semi- 
key Lincoln  cents  for  duplicate  merchant 
tokens  that  were  part  of  the  Johnson 
collection.  Soon  after,  Doug  obtained 

many  high-condition  pieces  from  an 
auction  in  Michigan  that  featured 
thousands  of  civil  war  storecards.  Jim 
Medd's  tokens  came  from  around  the 
state,  and  some  Krause/Johnson 
duplicates  (including  the  rare 
Oconomowoc). 

Gerald  Shepherd  (NOW  #712)  of  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa,  continued  to  exhibit  the 
Krause/Johnson/Shepherd  Wisconsin 
collection  in  the  early  1970s,  and  add 
more  tokens  to  this  set. 

In  1970,  Doug  Watson  purchased  the 
Wisconsin  section  of  the  Fuld  collection, 
adding  many  new  tokens  to  his  set  and 
making  it  the  largest  and  finest 
Wisconsin  collection  in  existence.  In 
this  acquisition,  Doug  added  the 
complete  sets  of  off-metal  pieces  from 
Fond  du  Lac,  and  East  Troy,  and 
numerous  copper-nickel  rarities  from 
other  Wisconsin  cities. 

In  1972,  the  Civil  War  Token  Society, 
with  Watson  spearheading  the  layout 
work,  published  the  "Large  Volume"  for 
George  and  Melvin  Fuld,  which  still  is 
the  standard  reference  for  collecting 
civil  war  storecards.  It  is  called  "U.S. 
Civil  War  Storecards". 

In  1976,  another  Wisconsin  civil  war 
token  collector  came  onto  the  local  scene. 
Rich  Hartzog  (NOW  #33-L),  from  nearby 
Rockford,  Illinois,  had  built  an  excellent 
collection  of  Illinois  civil  war  tokens. 
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The  Johnson  collection  of  civil  war 
tokens  developed  slowly,  since  most 
bourse  dealers  on  the  Wisconsin  scene 
didn't  bother  with  tokens,  and  didn't 
bring  along  their  "Junk  Boxes"  to  the 
shows.  This  modest  collection  received  a 
major  boost  when  Chet  Krause  sold  me 
his  collection,  doubling  my  holdings  in 
one  transaction! 

The  "Bible"  of  civil  war  token  collecting 
at  the  time  (1958)  was  "Civil  War 
Tokens  and  Tradesmens  Cards"  by 
Hetrich  & Guttag,  a very  scarce  and 
expensive  book  that  had  been  published 
in  1924. 

By  1960,  with  most  of  my  circulated  U.S. 
coin  collections  complete,  Wisconsin 
civil  war  and  transportation  tokens 
became  my  primary  collecting  interest. 
There  were  few  Wisconsin  civil  war 
tokens  to  be  found  thru  Wisconsin 
collectors,  so  the  U.S.  Mail  became  a 
lifeline  to  fellow  civil  war  tradesmen 
collectors  in  other  states.. 


The  eastern  part  of  the  nation  was  an 
excellent  source  of  Wisconsin's  scarcer 
tokens.  Some  of  the  most  difficult  town 
tokens,  Beloit,  Oconomowoc,  Juneau  and 
Ripon,  came  from  New  Hampshire  and 
Indiana. 


At  this  time  there  was  very  little 
interest  in  Civil  War  tokens  within  the 
state,  although  Tom  Fruit  of  Green  Bay 
(NOW  #15)  assembled  a Green  Bay 
merchant  set  and  had  other  pieces,  as  I 
recall. 

In  1962,  a new  and  easily  obtainable  96- 
page  booklet,  "A  Guide  to  Civil  War 
Store  Card  Tokens"  was  published 
by  George  and  Melvin  Fuld.  The  booklet 
listed  only  merchants,  but  was 
responsible  for  a much  larger  interest  in 
state  collecting  of  civil  war  tokens.  The 
Fuld  book  listed  45  Wisconsin  towns 
that  had  a merchant  issuing  tokens,  with 
a total  of  522  varieties  (although  they 
were  not  defined).  The  Fuld's  had 
earlier  purchased  the  reference  tokens 
of  the  Hetrich  & Guttag  collection. 

By  1963  the  Krause/Johnson  Wisconsin 
civil  war  token  collection  had  grown  to 
national  proportions.  George  Fuld  had 
mailed  the  Wisconsin  section  of  HIS 
master  (national)  collection  to  Wisconsin 
Rapids  for  cataloging  and  rarity 
evaluation.  A mimeograph  listing  was 
created,  and  plans  were  made  for  a 
"Large  Volume"  civil  war  token  book  to 
be  published  by  Whitman  Publishing  of 
Racine.  George  Fuld  was  to  be  the  editor, 
with  Johnson,  Robert  Hailey,  Virginia 
Culver  and  Donald  Shamm  as  co-editors. 

In  all  of  this,  quietly,  but  effectively 
bridging  the  national  to  Wisconsin 
communication  gap  was  the 
entrepreneur,  Chet  Krause. 

Shortly  afterward,  George  Fuld  became 
seriously  ill,  and  the  "Large  Volume" 
was  put  on  hold,  only  to  surface  8 years 
later. 
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Having  lived  in  Wisconsin  while  he 
attended  school  at  Platteville,  he  "liked" 
Wisconsin  civil  war  storecards.  Hartzog 
heard  through  the  grapevine  that  the 
300+  Krause/Johnson/Shepherd  token 
collection  was  available  for  sale  in  Cedar 
Rapids,  so  with  a friend,  Jon  Harris,  he 
traveled  to  that  city  to  purchase  the  set. 
Although  some  pieces  were  "pulled" 
from  the  set,  he  sold  the  majority  to 
dealer,  Walter  Korsick,  (NOW  #66-L)  for 
a profit.  Interestingly,  Kurt  Kruger, 
(NOW  # 16-L)  of  Iola,  purchased  many  of 
these  tokens,  including  the  Oconomowoc, 
to  form  a collection,  but  later  was  forced 
to  sell  the  uncompleted  set. 


Later,  in  1976,  Hartzog,  now  more  than 
ever  interested  in  Wisconsin  storecards, 
heard  the  Fuld/Watson  collection  was  for 
sale.  Hartzog  journeyed  to  Scandinavia, 
Wisconsin  to  Doug's  home,  bought  the 
collection,  and  soon  after  bought  a 300+ 
grouping  of  high-grade  Wisconsin  tokens 
that  had  been  part  of  the  Colonel  Green 
holdings. 

After  integrating  the  now 
Kraus  el  Johns  on/ Shepherd!  Fuldl  Wat  so  n/ 
Green/ Hartzog"  collection.  Rich  sold  off 
the  duplicates  in  a 2-phase  auction  in 
1977,  which  was  the  start  of  the 


Hartzog  business  known  as  "World 
Exonumia".  Hartzog  continued  to 
improve  the  collection,  tho  making  one 
crucial  error,  since  the  Wisconsin 
collection  now  was  almost  completely  AU 
and  uncirculated,  there  was  one  glaring 
problem,  the  Oconomowoc  token  was  only 
Fine/Very  Fine,  needing  upgrading.  It 
was  sold,  and  Rich  was  never  able  to  find 
a better  specimen! 

In  1986,  Hartzog,  who  like  Krause, 
Johnson,  Shepherd  and  Watson  before 
him,  had  experienced  the  joy  of  the 
chase,  known  the  pride  of  possession, 
and  the  satisfaction  of  adding  to  the 
"finest"  Wisconsin  Civil  War  token 
collection,  sold  the  collection  to  NOW 
Past-President,  Bob  Kraft,  of  Madison. 

With  the  enthusiasm  born  of  new 
challenge.  Bob  Kraft  added  to  the  already 
huge  collection,  researched  rarities,  and 
loved  every  minute  of  his  steward 
ownership. 

Now,  in  August  of  1991,  once  again, 
"THE"  Wisconsin  civil  war  storecard 
collection  is  being  offered  for  sale,  much 
to  the  interest  of  newly-retired  Chet 
Krause  of  Iola. 

Chet,  who  has  one  of  the  best  Hard  Times 
token  collections  in  existence,  Is 
building  a Wisconsin  civil  war  storecard 
set,  using  as  a base  a number  of  pieces 
obtained  in  Kurt  Kruger’s  1990  mail 
sale. 

So...  what  goes  around,  comes  around! 

The  33-year  odyssey  of  the  building  of 
this  extraordinary  set  of  tokens 
continues,  in  the  numismatic  hotbed 
called  WISCONSIN! 
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SCBHSteaa?  S$kss

CONGRESS  LOOKS  AT  DEMONETIZING  $50, 
$100  NOTES 

An  effort  that  could  lead  to 
the  eventual  demonetization  of  $50 
and  $100  Federal  Reserve  notes  was 
approved  by  the  House  Banking 
Comnu.ttee . 

Two  other  maters  of  interest 
to  collectors  and  dealers  were  also 
approved.  A provision  to 
substantially  increase  penalties 
for  evading  or  failing  to  report 
transactions  of  $10,000  or  more  was 
passed,  and  the  "color  of  money" 
will  be  examined  by  the  Treasury 
secretary  under  the  House-approved 
legislation. 

The  study  would  require  a 
"thorough  evaluation"  of  a proposal 
from  former  Treasury  Secretary 
Donald  Regan  to  determine  the 
feasibility  of  printing  U.S. 
currency  in  different  colors  for 
overseas  use.  Substantial  amounts 
of  American  dollars  are  held 
overseas,  especially  in  Poland  and 
Latin  America. 

Government  officials  say 
changes  in  paper-money  designs  are 
being  contemplated  to  combat  drug 
trafficking  and  money  laundering.

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  is  offering  "Cool  Coins", 
a Canadian  cent  aimed  at  encouraging  children  to 
collect  coins. 

The  reverse  of  the  Canadian  cent  is  pictured  on 
the  free  brochure  aimed  at  children  ages  8- 
12.  This  is  the  first  time  the  RCM  has  specific- 
ally attempted  to  encourage  coin  collecting  to 
this  age  group  through  a printed  brochure,  accord- 
ing to  RCM  officials.  The  brochure  uses  simple 
language  and  graphics  on  each  of  the  eight  pages. 


The  title  was  developed  by  John  Nowlan,  executive  producer  of  "Street 
Cents",  a Canadian  Broadcasting  Corp.  Television  Program  which  encourages 
young  people  to  collect  coins  and  is  partially  sponsored  by  the  Mint. 


The  Brochure  is  told  from  the  viewpoint  of  a young  girl  cartoon  character 
depicted  Twice  Ebne  from  the  magazine  La  Bandea  Quenoeil.  The  magazine 
published  an  article  in  1990  about  coin  collecting  and  how  the  RCM 
facilities  makes  coins. 


A section  called  "A  Bit  of  History"  relates  various  interesting  facts  about 
the  beginning  of  coinage,  wampum  and  the  first  Canadian  coinage.  The 
brochure  had  pictures  on  each  page  and  the  language  is  simple.  For  example, 
it  refers  to  the  1-cent  coins  which  are  the  main  subject  of  the  material  as 
"pennies".  Key  words  are  highlighted  in  bolder  type. 


Cents  are  highlighted  rather  than  other  denominations  due  to  their  low  cost 
to  young  beginning  collectors.  A Whitman  coin  folder  produced  by  Western 
Publishing  Co.  Inc.  in  Wisconsin  is  depicted  as  one  means  of  storing  coins, 
as  is  a looseleaf  notebook  with  clear  plastic  pages  holding  coins. 
According  to  a Mint  spokesman,  the  Whitman  Board  was  used  because  it  is 
readily  available  and  communicates  well  in  a brochure  published  in  more  than 
one  language. 

The  brochure  is  printed  on  heavy  stock  to  withstand  use  by  children  and  is 
printed  in  several  colors.

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DONNA  POPE  WILL  LEAVE  MINT  POST  LATER  THIS  YEAR 


Donna  Pope,  whose  tenure  as  U.S.  Mint  director  is  the  longest  since  Nellie 
Tayloe  Ross,  will  leave  her  post  later  this  year.  Candidates  to  succeed  her 
were  already  being  considered  by  White  House  and  Treasury  officials.  Only 
one  name  had  surfaced:  Barbara  E.  McTurk,  named  Denver  Mint  superintendent 
by  President  Bush  in  September  1989. 

Donna  Pope,  was  nominated  by  President  Reagan  in  May  1981  and  confirmed  by 
the  United  States  Senate.  Mrs.  Pope  was  renominated  and  reconfirmed  for  a 
second  five-year  term  on  August  1,  1986. 

As  Director  of  the  Mint,  Mrs.  Pope's  responsibilities  include:  ensuring  that 
the  nation  has  an  adequate  supply  of  coins  for  commerce,  manufacturing  seme 
15-19  billion  circulating  coins  a year  and  managing  a large  domestic  and 
international  marketing  program  for  bullion  coins,  collectible  coins  and 
medals  which  returns  profits  to  the  Treasury  and  other  legislated 
recipients.  She  is  responsible  for  safeguarding  the  nation's  gold  bullion 
inventory  and  for  overseeing  the  six  Mint  field  facilities  in  San  Francisco, 
Philadelphia,  Denver,  West  Point  and  Fort  Knox,  plus  the  Mint's  Washington 
D.C.  Headquarters  office. 

Prior  to  her  appointment  as  Director  of  the  Mint , Mrs . Pope  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Ohio  House  of  Representatives.  In  1978,  she  was  elected 
Minority  Whip  of  the  House,  becoming  the  first  woman  to  serve  in  a House 
leadership  post.  Mrs.  Pope  was  serving  a sixth  term  when  asked  to  join  the 
Reagan  Administration. 

Named  one  of  the  Outstanding  Women  Legislators  in  the  Nation  by  Rutgers 
University  Institute  of  Politics,  Mrs.  Pope  was  also  recongnized  as  one  of 
fifty  of  the  Nation's  Most  Influential  Women  Legislators  by  Mount  Vernon 
College  in  1978.  She  holds  an  Honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  Ashland 
College. 

Fran  Parma,  Ohio,  Mrs.  Pope  is  married  and  is  the  mother  of  two  daughters. 

Since  1982  she  has  directed  10  commemorative  programs , starting  with  the 
George  Washington  half  dollar  in  that  year.

What  Will  You  Collect  Next? 

Love  Tokens  may  hold  the  answer

What  makes  a collector  collect?  Why  do 
we  seek  that  elusive  numismatic  item, 
whether  it  is  a 1909-S  VDB  Lincoln  cent, 
1893-S  Morgan  dollar  or  191 8/7  - S 

Standing  Liberty  quarter? 

For  some,  it  is  the  desire  to  own  "the 
complete  set",  whether  that  set  is  a date 
and  mint  collection  by  series,  or  a type 
set  by  century,  denomination  or  even 
composition.  But,  ask  any  collector  who 
has  filled  every  hold  in  a coin  album 
what  his  plans  are,  and  chances  are  he  is 
going  to  move  on  to  another  set. 

Personally,  I think  what  spurs  us  on  is 
the  thrill  of  the  hunt. 

Many  old-timers  (and  as  a collector  for 
more  than  25  years,  I,  too,  may  be  an 
old-timer)  still  talk  and  dream  of 

finding  that  '09-S  VDB  cent  in 

circulation.  Chances  are  they  will  win 
millions  in  the  state  lottery  first,  but 

that  does  not  stop  them  from  examining 
their  pocket  change  on  a regular  basis. 
Other  coin  aficionados  attend  shows  to 
search  through  boxes  of  early  American 
coinage,  hoping  to  find  a particular  die 
variety. 

Date  and  mint  sets  are  also  great, 

because  one  can  tackle  the  key  dates, 
searching  for  acceptable  grades  at 
acceptable  prices,  for  years  if  necessary. 

I have  hit  upon  my  own  collecting  theme, 
which  will  keep  me  busy  as  long 


as  I live  with  no  chance  that  I will  ever 
"complete  the  set,"  no  matter  how  many 
items  I purchase.  I am  looking  for  love 
tokens  with  my  wife's  name  or  initials  on 
them. 

Love  tokens  and  related  items  are  coins 
that  have  been  smoothed  over  on  one  side 
and  then  engraved,  most  often  with  the 
loved  one's  initials.  Variations  on  this 
practice  include  funeral  tokens  (with  the 
date  of  death),  pictorial  tokens,  or 
tokens  with  titles,  such  as  "Mother," 
"Sister"  and  so  on. 

The  practice  originated  in  England, 
probably  in  the  18th  century,  but  saw 
its  greatest  popularity  within  the  United 
States  during  the  mid-to-late  19th 
century.  The  past  few  years  have  seen  a 
resurgence  in  popularity. 

Why  is  collecting  love  tokens  so 
rewarding? 

For  one,  it  is  intensely  personal.  As 
stated  above,  I have  confined  my  own 
searches  to  those  for  my  wife,  which 
limits  me  to  "Kate,"  "Katie,"  "Kathleen" 
and  variations  of  the  initials  "KAS".  I 
also  keep  my  eyes  open  for  similar  items 
with  my  children's  names  and  initials. 
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Anothcr  reason  to 
collect  love 
tokens  is  that  one 
need  not  worry 
about  grading.  It 
is  up  to  the 
individual.  My 
own  system 
ranges  from  poor 
to  nice  to 
marvelous, 
depending  more 
on  the  quality  of 
engraving  than 
the  condition  of 
the  coin. 


Prices  follow  accordingly.  The  purchase 
of  any  given  piece  ultimately  depends  on 
whether  the  collector  will  pay  the  asking 
price  or  whether  the  seller  will  accept 
his  offer.  Broad  price  guides  have  been 
penned,  but  any  exchange  is  up  to  the 
individuals  involved. 

Another  major  determining  factor  in 
price  is  the  denomination  of  the  coin  in 
question.  The  single  most  popular  coins 
for  love  tokens  are  dimes  (generally  $7- 
12),  with  quarters  ($10-20)  next  in 
sheer  numbers,  but,  of  course,  one  could 
theoretically  find  engravings  on  any  U.S. 
denomination.  Bearing  in  mind  the 
standard  wages  of  a century  ago  or  more, 
however,  few  love  tokens  are  known  on 
$10  or  $20  gold  pieces.  As  an  aside, 
such  rare  items  lend  themselves  to  the 
lifelong  pursuit  of  a love  token  type  set. 

An  extension  of  the  denomination  or 
type  set  would  be  a date  set  within  an 
easier  series,  such  as  Seated  Liberty 
dimes. 


In  nearly  2 years  of  searching,  I have 
found  just  6 tokens,  one  of  which  was 
sold  before  my  check  got  to  the  seller. 
In  addition  to  2 U.S.  quarters  and  a U.S. 
dime  with  the  desired  initials,  I have 
purchased  (and  given  to  my  mate,  as  with 
all  of  them)  an  exquisite  Canadian  dime 
and  a Morgan  dollar. 

The  Canadian  dime  bought  for  twice  the 
standard  value  at  an  exonumia  auction.  I 
was  prepared  to  go  nearly  that  high 
again,  because  of  the  delicate  engraving. 
Holed  when  purchased,  the  piece  now 
dangles  from  a sterling  chain  around  my 
wife's  neck. 

My  prize,  however,  is  an  1881  Morgan 
dollar  with  a pin  back.  The  dealer  from 
whom  I bought  this  piece  swore  he  paid 
$100  for  it,  although  I got  it  for  a bit 
less  than  that.  To  me,  it  was  well  worth 
it. 


After  receiving  some  refurbishing, 
including  re-soldering  the  pin  back  and 
highlighting  the  surfaces  with  a thin 
layer  of  black  enamel,  this  token  serves 
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as  the  centerpiece  for  my  wife's 
collecting.  I doubt  that  I will  be  able  to 
match  it  for  years  to  come,  if  ever.

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NEW  SILVER  PROOF  CONTINUES  JAMAICA'S  CELEBRATION  OF  COLUMBUS 

The  British  Royal  Mint  has  announced  a new  Jamaica  $10  Frosted  Silver 
Proof  as  part  of  the  series  of  commemoratives  marking  the  arrival  of 
Columbus  in  the  New  World.  Authorized  by  the  Central  Bank  of  Jamaica, 
10,000  sterling  silver  Proofs  will  be  available  for  worldwide  distribution 
individually,  while  500  Jamaica  Frosted  Proof  Collections,  each  containing 
the  $10  Commemorative , will  also  be  available. 

The  reverse  design  of  the  1990  $10  Silver  Proof  has  been  created  by 
Royal  Mint  engraver  Robert  Elderton  and  makes  a pleasing  companion  piece  to 
the  1989  proof  which  also  featured  the  navigator.  The  new  design  depicts 
Columbus,  with  a representation  of  one  of  his  ships  in  the  background.  The 
design  also  incorporates  a cross  which  probably  appeared  on  the  sails  of  his 
ships,  to  denote  the  blessing  of  the  Reman  Catholic  Church.  The  inscription 
around  the  top  of  the  coin  reads:  ARRIVAL  IN  THE  NEW  WORLD  COLUMBUS. 

The  obverse  design,  common  to  both  the  Commemorative  and  the  other  8 
coins  of  the  Frosted  Proof  Collection,  depicts  the  National  Arms  of  Jamaica. 
The  Arms  were  authorized  by  Royal  Warrant  in  1661  and  bear  the  motto:  OUT  OF 
MANY,  ONE  PEOPLE  first  shown  in  English  in  1962  when  independence  was 
granted . 

Sterling  currency  was  introduced  to  Jamaica  in  1825  and  continued  to 
circulate  until  1969  when  decimalization  took  place  and  the  dollar  was 
adopted  as  the  unit  of  currency.
